REPORTABLE DISEASES AND CONDITIONS
Title 17, California Code of Regulations (CCR), § 2500

It shall be the duty of every health care provider, knowing of or in attendance on a case or suspected case of any diseases or conditions listed below, to report
to the local health officer for the jurisdiction where the patient resides. Where no health care provider is in attendance, any individual having knowledge of
a person who is suspected to be suffering from one of the diseases or conditions listed below may make such a report. “Health care provider” encompasses
physicians, surgeons, veterinarians, podiatrists, nurse practitioners, physician assistants, registered nurses, nurse midwives, school nurses, infection control
practitioners, medical examiners, coroners, dentists and chiropractors.

Urgency Reporting Requirements:

= = Report immediately by telephone.

= = Report by mailing, telephoning or electronically transmitting a report within 1 working day of identification of the case or suspected case.
© = Report by telephone within 1 hour followed by a written report submitted by facsimile or electronic mail within 1 working day.

If no symbol, report within 7 calendar days from the time of identification by mail, telephone or electronic report.
